I  am  continually  adding  to  my  stock  from  the  best  Eu¬ 
ropean  and  American  sources,  and  will  be  able  each  year  to-  list  more 
new  plants  of  interest.  Besides  the  plants  here  listed,  I  have  limited 
quantities  of  many  other  varieties  in  my  garden.  Write  me  regarding 
your  wants. 

If  your  space  permits,  by  all  means  use  several  plants  of  one  kind, 
rather  than  one  plant  each  of  many  kinds.  The  result  will  be  much 
more  pleasing. 

ACAENA.  Neat  little  carpeter  with  mats  of  rose-like  foliage. 

Glauca.  Beautiful  silver-gray  leaves. 

InermiSw  (microphylla.)  Purple-bronze  foliage. 

ACHILLEA.  Suitable  for  poor,  dry  soils. 

Argentae.  A  mass  of  feathery  silvery  foliage  with  white  flowers.

Moly.  Showy  heads  of  brilliant  yellow  flowers  with  broad  glaucous 
foliage.

Pulchelium.  Heads  of  rose  colored  flowers.  Late.  6-8  in.

ARMERIA.  Sea  pink.  Thrift. 

Maritima.  Neat  tufts  of  grass-like  foliage,  round  heads  of  light  pink 
flowers. 

Maritima  alba.  White  form  of  the  above. 

Maritima  Laucheana.  Improved  form  with  rose-colored  blooms. 

ARTEMISIA  glacialis.  Tiny  compact  fluffy  plant  with  yellow  flowers. 
4-5  inches. 

ASCLEPIAS  tuberosa.  Very  showy  with  brilliant  orange  flowers. 

ASPERULA  cynanchia.  Trailing  plant  with  fine  foliage  and  masses  of 
airy  pinkish  flowers.  June  to  September.  Sharp  drainage. 

ASTER.  A  large  genus  of  attractive  daisy-like  flowers. 

Alpinus.  Clear  lavender  with  golden  center.  Dwarf. 

A I  pin  us  a  I  bus.  White  form  of  the  above. 

Alpinus  Goliath.  Lilac  blooms  larger  than  the  type. 

Amellus.  Beauty  of  Ronsdorf.  Large  light  purple  flowers.  Very 
choice.  15  in. 

Bessarabicus.  Fine  heads  of  lilac  flowers.  12-18  in.  35c. 
Ptarmicoides.  White  flowers  in  flat  corymbs.  Very  neat  and  dwarf. 
Long  season  bloomer. 

Suboo'eruleus.  Large  lilac  blue  flowers.  Dwarf. 

ASTILBE.  Simplicifolia.  Neat  glossy  leaves  and  fluffy  spires  of  pink¬ 
ish  blossoms.  Choice.  50c. 

AUBRETIA.  Neat  tufts  of  gray-green  foliage  smothered  with  flowers 
in  early  spring. 

Graecae.  Fine  soft  lavender. 

Hybrids.  Fine  large  flowered  forms  from  named  varieties. 

Leichtlini.  Rosy  carmine.  Compact  habit.  35c. 

Variegata.  Variegated  yellow  and  green  foliage  with  purple  blue 
flowers.  Rare.  35c. 
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AURICULA  Alpina.  Handsome  primrose-like  plants  with  powdered 
foliage  and  velvety  flowers.  Half  shade. 

BELLIS  rotundifolia  coerulescens.  Dainty  miniature  rosettes  with  lav* 
ender  bue  daisies. 

BUPHTHALMUM  salicifolium.  Large  orange-gold  daisies. 

CALAMI  NTH  A  alpina.  Mats  of  aromatic  foliage.  Soft  lavender  blooms. 

CALANDRINIA  umbel  lata.  Satiny  Lewisia-like  flowers  of  dark  crim¬ 
son.  Rich  and  showy  for  a  dry  and  sunny  pace. 

CALCEOLARIA  polyrrhiza.  Dainty  lemon-yellow  slipper-shaped  flow¬ 
ers.  Moist  soil.  4  in.  50c. 

CALLIRRHOE  involucrata.  Trailing  habit.  Showy  crimson  flowers 
all  through  summer  and  autumn.  Full  sun.  35c. 

CAMPANULA.  A  large  family  of  varied  forms,  containing  much  de¬ 
sirable  rock  garden  material,  especially  valuable  on  account  of  its 
long  blooming  season. 

Abietina.  Fine  violet  vase-shaped  flowers.  9  in.  May-November. 

Barbata.  The  Bearded  Bell  of  the  Alps.  Pale  china  blue  flowers.

Glomerata  acaulis.  Cluster  heads  of  deep  violet  flowers.  Very  dwarf. 

Iso’phylla.  Lovely  for  walls  and  large  stones  in  the  rockery.  White 
flowers  one  inch  across  in  great  profusion.  35c. 

Isophylla  Mayi.  A  lavender  blue  form  of  isophylla  with  downy  fo¬ 
liage.  50  c. 

Laurii.  Fine  upright  lavender  bells.  Free  and  continuous  bloomer. 

Mura  I  is.  Attractive  mats  of  deep  green  foliage  with  many  starry 
violet  bells.  June-November. 

Persicifolia  Moerheimii.  Extra  fine  waxy  white  double  flowers. 

Persicifolia  Pfitzeri.  Fine  large  double  blue. 

Pseudo-Raineri.  Charming  little  plant  with  very  large  purple  flow¬ 
ers.  Compact  and  free  flowering.  One  of  the  finest.  50c. 

Pul  la.  Broad  masses  of  bright  green  foliage  with  shining  purple- 
blue  bells.  2-3  in.  50c. 

Pulioeides.  A  magnificent  version  of  pulla  with  larger  flowers.  75c. 

Pusilla.  Dainty  nodding  lavender  blue  bells  on  wiry  stems.  2-3  in. 

Pusilla  alba.  White  form  of  the  above. 

Pusilla  miranda.  Larger  silver  blue  bells  on  4  in.  stems.  Late.  35c. 

Raddeana.  Glossy  scalloped  leaves  and  deep  purple  bells.  9  in. 
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Raineri.  A  choice  and  very  lovely  species  of  spreading  habit  with 
large  lavender  blue  flowers.  2  in.  75c. 

Rhomboidalis.  Flore  plena.  Similar  to  carpatica,  but  double  and 
somewhat  more  dwarf.  35c. 

Rotundifolia.  Dainty  blue  bells  from  May  to  November. 

Sarmatica.  Many  spikes  of  pale  blue  bells.  35c. 

CARLINA  acaulis,  Spiny  rosette  of  silvery  foliage  with  large  sessile 
straw  colored  flowers. 

CATANANCHE  coerulea.  Heads  of  lavender  blue  flowers.  12  in. 

CHE  LANDRUM  Zawadski.  Rosettes  of  shiny  leaves  and  white  silene- 
like  flowers. 

CHRYSANTHEMUM.  Hardy  alpine  varieties. 

A I  pin  urn.  Ferny  foliage  and  white  Margurites  with  yellow  eyes.  3  in. 

Hispanicum.  A  real  treasure  with  finely  cut  foliage  of  silver  gray 
and  large  flowers  of  soft  yellow.  6  in.  35c. 

Koreanum.  Fine  single  pink  blooms  with  a  yellow  eye.  Late  bloom¬ 
ing.  Fine.  35c. 

Mawii.  Charming  pink  Marguerite  with  dainty  silvery  foliage. 
1  ft.  35c.  ; 

CLEMATIS  integrifolia.  Large  deep  blue  flowers  with  white  centers 
on  flopping  two  foot  stems.  50c. 

CONVOLVULUS.  Perennial  Morning  Glory.  Persistent  summer 
bloomers.  These  forms  do  not  spread. 

Cantabricus.  Gray  foliage  and  fine  pink  blooms  all  summer  and 
fall.  50c. 

Mauritanicus.  More  trailing  than  the  former  with  lusher  foliage  and 
lavender  blue  flowers.  Persistent  and  profuse  bloomer. 

CORYDALIS.  Fine  ferny  foliage.  Constant  bloomers.  Suitable  for 
walls.  Good  in  half  shade. 

Cheilanthifolia.  Foliage  turns  bronzy  in  the  fall.  Long  spikes  of 
yellow  flowers.  35c. 

Glauca.  Gray  foliage  with  pink  flowers.  35c. 

Lutea.  Lemon  yellow  flowers.  Easy  and  good. 

CYCLAMEN.  Hardy  variety.  Handsomely  marbled  leaves.  Flowers 
varying  from  white  to  pink  in  autumn.  Very  choice.  50c  and  75c. 

CYPREPEDIUM.  The  grandest  of  the  hardy  orchids.  Suited  to  a  moist 
shady  corner. 

Acaule.  Pink  Lady  Slipper.  The  solitary  flower  stem  rises  from 
between  thick  soft  leaves.  8-10  in.  50c. 

Montanum.  Oregon  native  with  white  and  brown  flowers  on  12  inch 
stems.  50c. 

Pubescens.  Yellow  Lady  Slipper.  The  dainty  deep  yellow  slippers 
are  borne  several  on  a  stem.  50c. 

Spectabile.  Showy  Lady  Slipper.  Huge  blossoms  of  rose  purple 
with  white  segments.  60c. 
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DELPHINIUM.  Dwarf  forms  for  the  rockery. 

Chinense.  Feathery  foliage  and  intense  gentian-blue  flowers. 

Nudicaule.  Brilliant  scarlet  flowers.  Stony  soil.  12  in. 

Tatsiense.  Choice  and  new.  Brilliant  blue  flowers  produced  over  a 
long  period.  14  in.  50c. 

DIANTHUS.  Pinks  are  among  the  finest  rock  garden  subjects.  They 
are  of  easy  culture  in  sunny,  poor  soil.  Our  collection  contains 
most  of  the  desirable  rock  garden  species. 

Alpinus.  Very  dwarf  with  large  lovely  deep  rose-colored  flowers.  35c. 

Aridus.  A  new  variety  with  yellow  blossoms.  35c. 

Arvenensis.  Very  neat  and  attractive.  Pink  flowers.  3  in. 

Caesius.  Blue  gray  foliage.  Rosy  fringed  flowers.  6  in. 

Carthusiano’rum.  A  fine  cluster-head  with  starry  flowers  varying 
from  rosy  magenta  to  crimson.  Late.  8  in. 

Cruentus.  Blood  red  cluster  head  with  grassy  foliage. 

Deltoides.  Free  flowering  rose  from  June  to  August.  4-6  in. 

Delto'ides  brilliant.  Red  blossoms  and  darker  foliage. 

Graniticus.  Like  deltoides,  but  taller.  Profuse  bloomer. 

Lacinatus  a  I  bus.  Fringed  white.  Sweet  scented  and  dainty. 

Neglectus.  A  very  beautiful  sort.  Grassy  tufts  of  foliage  with  bril¬ 
liant  blossoms  of  cherry  rose  with  buff  reverse. 

Pyridicola.  Choice  tiny  species  with  large  bright  pink  flowers. 
3  in.  50c. 

Seguieri.  Rosy  purple  flowers.  Very  late  bloomer.  12  in. 

Sternbergii.  Pink  fringed  flowers.  Very  fragrant.  6  in. 

Sundermanii.  Large  waxy  white  flowers  with  a  distinct  jasmine 
odor.  New  and  rare.  4-6  in.  40c. 

Superbus.  Fringed  white  or  pale  lilac  flowers.  Fragrant. 

Sylvestris.  Dense  grassy  tuffets  from  which  spray  arching  stems 
carrying  big  clear  pink  flowers.  35c. 

Sylvestris  frigidus.  Similar  to  the  above,  but  much  more  dwarf.  35c. 

D I  CENTRA.  Bleeding-heart.  Finely  cut  foliage  and  flowers  in  racemes. 

Cucullaria.  Dutchman’s  Breeches.  Dwarf,  with  glaucous  leaves  and 
white  flowers. 

Eximia.  Rose  pink  flowers  over  a  long  period.  10-12  in.  30c. 

Glauca.  Similar  to  the  above,  but  with  silvery  foliage  and  creamy 
white  flowers.  Choice  Oregon  native.  10  in.  50-75c. 

DIERAMA  Pulcherrima.  Australian  Wand  Flower.  Stiff  iris-like  leaves 
and  thin,  wiry,  arching  stems  bearing  a  shower  of  elegant  bell¬ 
shaped  flowers.  Pink  and  red  shades.  Rare  and  lovely.  50c. 

DIGITALIS.  Lutzi  Hybrids*.  Large  soft  yellow  fox  gloves  with  darker 
spots. 

DODECATHEON.  Shooting  Stars. 

Conjungens.  Rosettes  of  narrow  leaves  and  pale  pink  flowers.  Very 
early  bloomer.  6-9  in. 

Dentatum.  Toothed  leaves  and  white  blossoms.  35c. 
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Hendersonii.  Rosettes  of  thickened  leaves  and  showy  heads  of  pur¬ 
ple  flowers. 

Jeffreyi.  Taller  and  later  with  paler  flowers.  35c. 

DOUGLASIA  laevigata.  A  charming  high  alpine  from  the  Coast  Range 
in  Oregon.  Inch  high  cushions  studded  with  glowing  flowers  of 
rosy  pink.  50c. 

Vittaliana.  Gray-green  rosettes  with  citron  yellow  flowers.  35c. 

DR  ABA  Olympica.  Mossy  mats  with  golden  flowers. 

EDRIANTHUS  dalmatica.  Basal  rosettes  of  shiny  leaves  and  starry 
blue  flowers. 

EPILOBJUiVI  nummularium.  A  neat  carpeter  with  glossy  bronzy  leaves. 
Flowers  inconspicuous. 

ERIGERON.  Similar  to  aster  in  appearance,  habits  and  needs. 

Mucronatus.  A  trailing  species  bearing  pretty  pink  and  white  daisies 
from  June  till  autumn. 

Speciosus.  Lilac  flowers  all  summer.  Desirable.  10  in. 

ERIN  US.  A  charming  wall  or  crevice  plant. 

Alpinuis  hybrids.  White  to  rose  shades. 

ERODIUM.  Fine  rock  garden  subjects  similar  to  hardy  geraniums. 

Chamaedryoeides  roseum.  Mats  of  scalloped  foliage  with  rosy  flow¬ 
ers.  Persistent  bloomer.  Very  dwarf.  35c. 

Chrysanthum.  Lovely  gray  foliage  and  sulphur  yellow  blossoms. 
Distinctive  and  rare.  75c. 

Corsicum.  Tufts  of  crinkly  velvety  foliage  with  rosy  pink  flowers.  75c. 

Manescavi.  Ferny  foliage  and  rosy  magenta  flowers. 

ERYTHREA  diffusa.  (Massonii.)  Pink  gentian.  A  neat  brilliant  free 
flowering  little  plant  bearing  a  profusion  of  waxy  rose-pink  stars 
in  late  summer.  35c. 

EUPHORBIA.  For  hot,  sunny  places. 

Myrsinites.  Prostrate  evergreen  with  blue-green  foliage  and  yellow 
flowers  in  early  spring.  35c. 

Polychroma.  A  neat  symmetrical  plant  with  glaucous  foliage  and 
showy  heads  of  yellow  bracts.  12  in.  50c. 

FESTUCCA  Glauca.  Dwarf  blue-gray  tufted  grass. 

GENTIANA.  These  plants  provide  some  of  the  most  gorgeous  blues  of 
the  rock  garden. 

Acaulis.  Gentianella.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  alpines;  the  in¬ 
comparable  big  blue  trumpet  gentian.  Rich  shining  blue.  Variable 
blooming  season.  3  in.  50c  to  $1.00. 

Acaulis  Clusii.  Longer  stemmed  than  the  above  with  darker  bloom.

The  iris  family  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  in  cultivation.  It 
is  tall,  4-5  feet;  it  is  dwarf,  3-12  inches.  The  range  of  colors  is  wide — 
every  tone  and  shade  is  represented  except  very  bright  red.  The 
foliage  is  ornamental,  the  blooming  season  long.  What  more  could  any 
garden  lover  wish? 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  visitors  at  any  time,  even  in  winter  wThen 
the  lovely  Iris  Stylosa  is  in  bloom.  The  dwarf  bearded  irises  begin 
blooming  early  in  April,  and  from  then  until  July  our  gardens  are  a 
veritable  riot  of  color.  We  recommend  a  visit  to  our  gardens  during 
the  blooming  season,  as  we  feel  that  better  selections  can  be  made  if 
the  plants  are  seen  in  bloom  in  the  field.  A  list  of  intermediate  and 
tall  bearded  irises  will  be  sent  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  write  for  it. 

This  list  contains  many  of  the  most  desirable  species,  varieties 
and  hybrids  of  beardless  irises. 

Acoroides.  Like  Pseudacoris,  but  larger.  The  pleasingly  ruffled  flow¬ 
ers  are  sulphur  yellow  in  tone.  $1.00.
